FOR  THE  SCALBY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  FOR  THE 
 TEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER  1963 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1963. 


The  vital  statistics  are  frankly  disappointing  though  not 
perhaps  unexpected.  We  always  have  to  reckon  with  the  sudden  wide  variations 
to  which  statistics  relating  to  small  populations  are  susceptible. 


The  second  significant  factor  is  the  high  proportion  of  elderly 
people  (over  65)  in  our  population.  Normally  this  figure  is  only  available 
in  a  census  year.  This  year,  however,  thanks  to  the  Rating  Relief  Act  1964, 
the  Registrar  General  has  made  it  available  to  local  authorities  as  a  basis 
for  their  claims  under  this  Act.  For  Scalby  this  figure  is  1,410.  In  a 
population  of  7,460  this  is  a  percentage  of  nearly  nineteen,  which  is  well 
above  the  national  figure. 


The  proportion  of  old  people  will  tend  to  rise  more  rapidly  in 
places  like  Scalby  than,  in  the  industrial  and  development  areas.  The  increase 
in  the  population  in  the  urban  district  has  for  years  been  due  to  immigration 
and  not  natural  increase  in  spite  of  the  rising  birth  rate.  This  leads  to  an 
increase  in  the  average  age  of  our  population  as  the  immigrants  are  mainly 
established  families  and  retired  people. 


The  significance  of  these  facts  to  the  vital  statistics  is  fairly 
obvious.  I  would  only  point  out  that  the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
this  year  is  due  entirely  to  causes  commonly  affecting  the  elderly  and  that 
half  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  people  over  the  age  of  75.

The  urban  district  continues  to  develop  as  a  residential  area  and  although 
the  local  authority  has  not  provided  any  further  council  houses  during  the 
year  under  review  private  enterprise  has  met  the  housing  needs. 

Water  Supply 

The  Scarborough  Water  Undertaking  is  now  the  responsible  authority  for 
supplying  the  district  with  water  and,  with  the  exception  of  some  existing 
farm  development  sited  near  the  perimeter  of  the  area  and  served  by  private 
springs  and  wells,  the  entire  district  is  provided  with  mains  supply.  The 
source  of  supply  to  the  Newby  and  Newlands  areas  is  from  Scarborough  and  the 
Scalby  Nabs  borehole  accommodates  the  needs  of  Scalby. 

Regular  sampling  has  been  continued  with  satisfactory  results.  During  the 
year  the  supply  has  proved  adequate  and  the  quality  wholesome.

Food  Hygiene 


The  shopkeepers  within  the  urban,  district  have  co-operated  in  every  respect 
and  displayed  notices  provided  by  the  Urban  District  Council  'prohibiting  dogs 
in  shops  unless  on  a  leash'  where  food  is  sold.  Thirty  inspections  were  made 
and  one  unsatisfactory  condition  found  which  was  abated  after  informal  action.

A  single  caravan  with  a  temporary  life. 

There  are  two  summer  camps  under  the  direction  of  the  North  Riding  County 
Council  Education  Committee  which  are  controlled  by  temporary  licences. 

This  type  of  development  is  not  appreciably  on  the  increase  within  the 
urban  district.  Notices  were  displayed  on  pre-selected  locations  prohibiting 
the  parking  of  caravans  on  certain  grass  verges.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS 


Refuse  Collection 

Apart  from  outlying  farms  a  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  was 
maintained  during  the  year.  Certain  shops  and  hotels  during  the  summer 
period  received  twice  weekly  collection  and  outlying  farms  were  served 
fortnightly. 

Extra  Refuse  Where  a  special  journey  was  necessary  this  was  treated  as  a 
rechargeable  item. 

Two  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  operative  during  the  year. 

Refuse  Tip  Further  surface  water  drainage  was  carried  out  during  the  year 
under  review.  During  tipping  operations  an  access  road  was  constructed  to 
lower  levels  utilising  land  which  was  made  available  last  year. 

Salvage  Collection 

Salvage  collection  of  waste  paper  and  scrap  metal,  ferrous  and  non-ferrous, 
together  with  rags,  was  collected  during  the  year.  Two  methods  were  utilised, 
one  by  trailer  attached  to  the  full  time  refuse  vehicle  and  the  remainder 
collected  in  sacks  hung  at  the  rear  of  the  part  time  vehicle  which  was  used 
to  augment  the  service.

16 0  inspections  were  carried  out  and  73  nuisances  found  and  abated  following 

informal  action. 

Offensive  Trades 

Within  the  urban  area  there  is  no  business  carried  on  classified  as  an 
offensive  trade 

Clean  Air  Act 

The  Urban  District  of  Scalby  is  a  residential  area  and  is  not  affected  to 
any  degree  with  atmospheric  pollution  and  therefore  has  not  been  included  as 
a  'Smokeless  Zone'. 

Rodent  Control 

As  in  previous  years  rodent  infestation  has  been  dealt  with  effectively 
within  the  area  and  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  treatments  have  been  carried  out  resulting 
In  an  estimated  kill  of  24 2  rats,  39  bodies  recovered  and  an  estimated  kill 
of  16  mice,  7  bodies  recovered. 

Workable  Area  Committee  Periodically  meetings  took  place  of  this  committee 
comprising  representatives  from  adjoining  authorities  together  with  officers 
from  the  Ministry  concerned,  when  up  to  date  infoimation  and  difficulties 
met  with  in  practice,  Y/ere  collated.

Sewers  10 yo  of  sewer  manholes  in  the  area  have  been  tested  and  found  free 
from  rodent  infestation. 

Voluntary  Surrender  of  Food 

Two  14  lbs  tins  of  corned  beef  v/ere  voluntarily  surrendered  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption. 

Meat  Inspection 


432  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  2,734  animals  were 
inspected  resulting  in  5%  cwts.  of  meat  being  voluntarily  surrendered.  In 
accordance  with  the  national  policy  under  the  Food  &  Drugs  Act  1953  and  Meat 
Inspection  Regulations  1963  all  carcasses  intended  for  human  consumption  were 
stamped  to  meet  the  provisions  of  the  Acts.  lOO/o  inspection  was  maintained. 

S laught e rhous e s  Three  private  slaughterhouses  were  licensed,  two  unsatisfactory 
conditions  found  after  inspection,  both  of  which  v/ere  remedied. 

No  contra1 vent  ion  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Regulations  was  found. 

Milk  Licences 


All  licensing  for  designated  milk  was  carried  out  by  the  North  Riding  County 
Council.  No  special  action  was  found  necessary  due  to  the  incidence  of  milk 
borne  diseases  within  the  area. 

Farms 

There  are  twenty  farms  sited  within  the  urban  area,  85/°  of  which  are  milk 

producers. 

Housing  Acts  1957  -  1961 

The  number  of  houses  inspected  for  housing  defects  during  the  year  was  100. 

Three  houses  were  found  to  be  sub-standard  and  dealt  with  under  the  Housing 
Act  1959  and  received  improvement  grants. 

One  further  house  v/as  demolished  after  being  damaged  by  fire.  The  site  is 
to  be  the  subject  of  a  private  redevelopment  scheme. 

Mortuary 

Existing  mortuary  facilities  are  available  within  the  urban  area  and 
accommodate  requirements  in  connection  v/ith  accidents  and  sudden  deaths  v/ithin 
the  district.  The  mortuary  provided  does  not  include  facilities  for  post 
mortem  examination. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948  (Section  50) 

During  the  year  under  review  one  case  of  sudden  death  occurred  where  no 
living  relative  could  be  found.  The  interment  v/as  completed  at  the  expense 
of  the  Urban  District  in  accordance  with  the  Act. 

N  ew  Bye  lav/s  and  Regulations 

Byelaws  regarding  'Dogs  Fouling  Footpaths'  were  adopted  during  the  yed.r. 
Public  Conveniences 


Washing  facilities  were  provided. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

A  number  of  private  sewer  schemes  were  commenced  during  the  year  under 
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review  i.e.  further  extension  of  private  sewer  at  Lady  Edith's  Park  Estate; 
The  Paddock,  Scalby;  Moor  Lane,  Newby  and  North  Street,  Scalby,  and  schemes 
completed  during  the  year  embraced  The  Parkvay  and  Moor  Lane. 

The  majority  of  housing  within  the  district  is  served  by  a  main  sewerage 
system  with  a  gravitational  outfall  to  sea.  A  few  farm  buildings  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  district  are  provided  with  private  sewage  disposal  plants. 
The  number  of  houses  within  the  urban  district  not  connected  to  the  public 
sewer  is  2+6.
